In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to Article 309 
of the Constitution of India and ofall other powers hereunto enabling, 
the Governor of Kerala herebymakes the following amendment to the 
Kerala State and Subordinate Services Rules, 1958 , namely : 

AMENDMENT 
In the said rules, in part II after Rule 9 , the following shall be 
inserted as rule 9A , namely : 

“ 94. Appointment by agreements.- (1) When in the opinion of the 
State Government special provisions inconsistent with any of these rules 
or of any other rules made under the proviso to Article 309 of the Con 
stitution of India or continued by Article 313 of that Constitution 
( hereinafter referred to in this rule as the said rules) are required in 
respect of conditions of service, pay and allowances, pension, discipline 
and conduct with reference to any particular post , or any of them , it 
shall be open to the State Government to make an appointment to sich 
post otherwise than in accordance with these rules or the said rules and 
to provide by agreement with the person so appointed for any of the 
matters in respect of which in the opinion of the State Government 
special provisions are required to be made and to the extent to which 
such provisions are made in the agreement, nothing in these rules or the 
said rules shall apply to any person so appointed in respect of any 
matter for which provision is made in the agreement : 

Provided that in every agreement made in exercise of the power 
conferred by this rule it shall further be provided that in respect of any 
matter in respect of which no provisi-n has been made in the agree 
ment the provisions of these rules or of the said rules shall apply . 

( 2) A person appointed under sub -rule (1) shall not be regarded 
as a member of the service in which the post to which he is appointed 
is included and shall not be entitled by reason only of such appoint 
ment to any preferential claim to any other appointment in that or any 
other service. ”

DRAFT RULES 
1 . Short title . — These Rules may be called the Kerala Pan 
chayats ( Preparation of Plan and Estimate and Sanction of 
Estimates ) Rules, 1962. 
2. Definition. - In these rules, 

Executive Authority means the Executive Officer of a 
Panchayat or other person who has been appointed to exer 
cise the functions and powers of an executive officer under the 
Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 (Act 32 of 1960 ) . 

3. Preparation and submission of list of works.- ( 1 ) The 

kecutive Authority of a Panchayat shall prepare before the 
close of March in each year list of works arranged accord 
ing to priority , to be taken up for execution in the succeeding 
year. In the selection of works preference shall be given , first 
to incomplete works of the previous year, next to those which 
are considered to be most urgently required , and then to works 
in respect of which local contributions are forthcoming. The 
list shall also contain information on the probable cost of each 
work. Should professional assistance or advice be required, 
the Executive Authority may make a reference to the Engineer 
ing staff authorised to give such assistance. 
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( 2 ) The list as prepared by the Executive Authority shall 
be placed before the Panchayat. The Panchayat may approve 
the list subject to such changes as it may deem necessary . 
After the list is approved by the Panchayat, the Executive 
Authority shall forward such list to the Engineer authorised 
in this behalf for preparation of detailed estimates. 

4. Preparation of estimates.- ( 1 ) The detailed estimate 
shall be prepared in Form I and its abstract in Form II append . 
ed to these rules. The estimate shall ordinarily consist of a 
specification showing briefly the details of the work , how each 
portion is to be done and what materials are to be used , a 
detailed statement of measurements and quantities of the 
several descriptions of work and an abstract showing the total 
cost of each description of work . A percentage of the esti 
mated cost as prevalent in the P.W.D. shall be provided in 
the estimate as contractor s profit. Materials, if any, to be 
issued to the contractor by the Panchayat shall not be reckoned 
in calculating the percentage of contractor s profit. 

( 2 ) The estimates shall be accompanied by : 

(i) a complete set of drawings showing the general 
dimensions of the proposed work and so far as necessary , 
details of the various parts ; 

(ii) a complete specification of the work to be done 
and of the materials to be used unless reference can be made 
to some standard specification ; and 

(iii) a schedule of the quantities of the various des 
criptions of work . 

( 3 ) The standard specification adopted by the P.W.D. shall 
be followed . 

(4 ) Plans and estimates should be countersigned by the 
officer who is responsible for the same, after satisfying himself 
that the general arrangements provided for in the work are 
suitable . 

5. Rates. The estimates shall provide for rates at which 
works are commonly executed in the Panchayats . They shall , 
however, not exceed without the special sanction of the Exe 
cutive Engineer (Buildings and Roads ) of the District, the 
rates in the schedule of rates of the road metal rate book of 
the Government Public Works Department sanctioned for the 
district in which the Panchayat is situated . 

6. Works executed by free labour. - Estiates for works 
on which it is expected that free labour will be employed , will 
provide for the full market value of the work to be done, but a 
note of the reduction to be effected thereby shall be made at the 
foot of the abstract of the estimate. In the case of works 
carried out wholly or in part from contributions made on 
account of construction or maintenance whether in money or 
labour, the abstract estimates shall note the nature and amount 
of such contribution . 
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7. Administrative and technical sanctions. — The Engineer 
shall return the estimates to the Executive Authority for 
obtaining administrative sanction of the competent authority 
prescribed in this behalf . After the estimate is administratively 
sanctioned , the Executive Authority shall forward it to the 
competent technical authority for technical sanction . 

8. Works shall not be executed without proper sanction . 
No work shall be taken up for execution unless the estimate 
of such work is administratively and technically approved by 
competent authorities prescribed in this behalf. 

9. Emergent works. - Notwithstanding the provisions in 
rules 7 and 8 emergent works such as those endangering public 
safety or public health or works required in connection with 
fairs and festivals may be commenced with the approval of 
the Executive Authority in anticipation of sanction ; provided 
however, that regular estimates are submitted at the earliest 
possible date. 

10. Petty works.The panchayat shall also be competent 
to take up petty works costing not exceeding Rs. 500 on rough 
estimates prepared by the Executive Authority and approved 
by the Panchayat or its Public Works Committee. However, 
for this purpose , estimates for works shall not be split up to 
bring it within the scope of this rule . 

11. Revised and supplemental sanction.- ( 1 ) After an esti 
mate has been once sanctioned , any deviations therefrom shall 
be communicated to the sanctioning authority and its sanction 
obtained after submission of one of the following documents : 

(i ) Revised estimate 
(ii) Supplemental estimate 
( iii) Completion Report. 

( 2 ) A revised estimate shall be submitted in the follow 
ing cases: 

( a ) When the total sanctioned estimate of the cost is 
likely to be exceeded in consequence of an increase of rates 
or increase of quantity being found necessary or from damage 
caused by floods, rains , etc , or from the necessity of renewing 
a work executed directly or by a contractor under proper sanc 
tion when it is condemned by any higher authority, or for 
any other cause discovered during the execution of the work. 

(b ) When a change of design or plan considered 
necessary . 

( c ) For renewal of a work which was abandoned after 
partial execution . 

( 3 ) Every revised estimate shall be accompanied by a 
comparative statement in Form III and shall be submitted 
whenever the necessity for it arises and before the completion 
of the work . 
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(4 ) A supplemental estimate shall be prepared when a 
development of the project or work which is not fairly contin 
gent on the proper execution of the work as first sanctioned 
is thought necessary while it is in progress. It shall be sub 
mitted before the additional works are undertaken and shall 
be accompanied by a full report of the circumstances which 
render it necessary . The abstract shall consist of the amount 
of the original estimate including the supplementary amount, 
showing the total amount for which sanction is required . 

(5 ) A completion report shall be submitted after the work 
is completed and it shall show all the deviations from the esti 
mate as originaliy sanctioned. The following are however, the 
cases which shall be brought to the notice of the Panchayat 
for sanction at the time of passing the completion report : 

( i) Trifling deviations which will not alter the character 
of the work nor cause any excess over the total amount of the 
sanctioned estimate. 


( ii) Excess over sanctioned estimates which , being trifl 
ing in amount and involving no alteration in the data (rates , 
designs, etc.) of the estimate, could not be foreseen by the 
Executive Authority 

( iii) Excess which were allowed owing to the neces 
sity of continuing the work and for which a revised estimate 
could not be submitted in time. The circumstances in which 
a revised estimate could not be submitted in time, shall be 
invariably explained. 

12. Sanction of estimates. The panchayat concerned shall 
be competent to accord both administrative and technical sanc 
tions to estimates costing not more than Rs. 500 in respect of 
works . 


13. Administrative sanction . - The Panchayat may sanction 
administratively any estimate the amount of which does not 
exceed Rs. 10,000 . When the amount of estimate exceeds 
Rs 10,000 the sanction of the Director or such other officer 
as may be empowered by him in this behalf , shall be required . 

14. Technical sanction . — All estimates exceeding Rs. 500 
shall be technically sanctioned by the Engineers duly authoris 
ed in this behalf by the Government by general or special 
order. 

15. Register of sanctioned estimates. The estimates shall 
be filed in the order of sanction and entered serially in the 
Register of sanctions in Form IV .

DRAFT RULES 
1 . Short title. These rules may be called the Kerala Pan 
chayats (Manner of execution of Public Works ) Rules , 1962. 
2. Definitions --In these rules , 

Act means the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 ( Act 32 of 
1960 ) . 

Executive Authority means the Executive Officer of a 
Panchayat or other person who has been appointed to exercise 
the functions and powers of an Executive Officer under the Act. 

3. ( 1 ) Public works which a Panchayat is legally authorised 
to execute shall be carried out in any one of the following 
manner : 

( a ) by direct execution by Panchayats ; 
(b ) by petty piece work ; 
( c ) by schedule contract; 

(d ) by entrusting the work to any one of the Engineer 
ing Departments of the Government. 

(2 ) All important works which require technical skill of 
a high order and works which could be executed more cheaply 

G 3917 
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and efficiently by any of the Engineering Departments by rea 
son of its special and superior equipment may, and shall when 
so directed by the Deputy Director, be executed only in the 
manner specified in clause (d ) of sub-rule ( 1 ) . 

( 3 ) The execution of the works in the manner referred to 
in clauses ( a ) , (b ) and ( c ) of sub-rule ( 1) shall, subject to 
such general orders as may be issued by the Government relat 
ing to powers of Engineering Staff , be under the supervision 
of the Panchayat, if it has an Engineering establishment. If 
it has no such establishment, the works shall be carried out 
under the technical guidance, advice and supervision of the 
Engineering establishment of the Government authorised to 
supervise works of the Panchayats. 

( 4 ) Save as otherwise expressly provided in these rules, 
no charge shall be made on a Panchaya for any assistance 
given to it by Government Officers in connection with the 
execution of its public works . 

4. Notwithstanding the provisions in rule 3 , a Panchayat 
may, subject to the terms and conditions that may be laid down 
by the Government or the Director in this behalf, entrust for 
execution any work to : 

( a ) a Labour Contract Co -operative Society ; 

(b ) an Ad -hoc Committee of beneficiaries at two - thirds 
estimate amount less contractor s profit ; 

( c ) any Co - operative Society or the Bharat Sevak 
Samaj or any other Voluntary Social Service Association 
approved by the Government for the purpose, at the rates to be 
fixed by the Panchayat which shall not exceed the estimate 
rates less Contractor s profit allowed in the estimate : 

Provided that if any of the above organisations under 
take to utilise the entire proceeds of a work entrusted to it 
after meeting all legitimate expenditure for any public purpose 
within the Panchayat area, the works may be entrusted to 
such organisation at estimate rates. 

5. Works on contribution basis . - A work for which a mini 
mum contribution of 50 ( fifty ) per cent. of the estimated cost 
is assured in cash or kind from beneficiaries and the estimated 
cost of which is Rs. 5,000 and below , may be commenced 
through a nominee of the Panchayat or an ad-hoc Committee 
of the beneficiaries or any voluntary social service organisation 
on the basis of a rough estimate prepared for the purpose. But 
payment for the work shall be made only after check-measure 
ment on the basis of fifty per cent of the value of actual 
quantities of work done at scheduled rates subject to a maximum 
of Rs. 2,500 part- payment being allowed on the basis of fifty 
per cent of the value of the work done subject to a maximum 
of Rs. 2,000 . 
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6. Execution of works transferred to a Panchayat by Gov 
ernment, any Department of Government, the Collector or the 
Director.- (1 ) These rules shall, subject to the provisions con 
tained in the following sub -rules, apply to the execution or 
maintenance of any work transferred to a Panchayat under 
sub -sections ( 1 ) and ( 2 ) of section 58 of the Act. 

( 2 ) If the rules relating to any work so transferred insist 
payment of any contribution by beneficiaries in cash or kind, 
the work shall be taken up for execution only after such con 
tribution is remitted to the Panchayat. 

( 3 ) The work shall be commenced only after the necessary 
administrative and technical sanctions are obtained from com 
petent authorities. 

(4 ) Notwithstanding the provisions contained in sub -rule 
( 3 ) where a work is of an unskilled nature and its estimated 
ost is below Rs. 5,000, such work may be commenced through 
a nominee of the Panchayat or an ad -hoc Committee of the 
beneficiaries or any social service organisation on the basis 
of a rough estimate prepared for the purpose with minimum 
details regarding dimensions, materials used etc. The value 
of the work shall be determined after execution through check 
measurement according to rules and payment shall be made 
on the basis of fifty per cent of the value of the work, subject 
to a maximum of Rs. 2,500. Part payment may also be allow 
ed on the above basis . 

7. Measurement of works. — Measurement Books shall be 
maintained by the Executive Authority of the Panchayat in 
G.W.D. Form 11, for the purpose of recording measurements , 
and measurements of all works costing Rs. 500 ( inclusive ) 
and below shall be made by the Executive Authority. Works 
above Rs. 500 shall be recorded by the Junior Engineer in 
charge of Panchayat works. 

8. Check -measurement of works.- ( 1 ) Payments for works 
shall invariably be made only after check -measurement. All 
works costing below Rs. 500 ( inclusive) shall be check -measured 
by the Panchayat Inspector and above Rs. 500 by the Assistant 
Engineer. 

( 2 ) First measurement as well as check -measurement shall 
be done in the presence of the Executive Authority and the 
Panchayat President or any Member authorised by the Presi 
dent, as the case may be, who shall certify to that effect in 
the measurement book and in the work bill. The Officer 
measuring or check measuring a work shall give at least two 
days notice of the hour and date of measurement or check 
measurement to the Executive Authority and the President 
and if at time specified the Executive Authority, the President 
or Member authorised by the President are not present, the 
Officer measuring or check -measuring shall record the mea 
surement or check -measurement in their absence after noting 
the fact of the absence in the measurement book . 


9. Advances. — Save as otherwise provided in these Rules , 
no advance payments or part-payments shall ordinarily be 
made for works before their completion but in the case of works 
costing more than Rs. 500 part- payments up to a maximum 
of 75 per cent of the cost of works executed , as certified after 
check -measurement, may be made with the approval of the 
Panchayat. 

10. Completion certificate. — When a work is completed , a 
completion certificate signed by the Executive Authority of the 
Panchayat concerned shall be submitted to the Officer who 
audits and passes the Bill along with the final bill and in the 
absence of such a certificate no final payment for the work 
shall be made. The certificate shall be in Form I. 

11. Payment for works. — Bills for Rs. 1,000 and below shall 
be prepared by the Executive Authority and passed by the 
Inspector of Panchayats . Bills for amounts above Rs. 1,000 
shall be prepared and passed for payment by the appropriate 
Engineers as may be authorised by the Government from time 
to time. The Panchayat shall maintain a Works Bill Register ! 
in Form II and a Works Register in Form III . 

12. Release of Security . — The Security deposited by a Con 
tractor shall be released after full payment of the work is made 
to him and after satisfying that all his liabilities in relation to 
the work have been settled to the full satisfaction of the Exe 
cutive Authority . 

13 Works by daily labour. - When work is done by daily 
labour, payments shall be made on Nominal Muster Roll, which 
as a rule shall be kept separately for each gang of labourers 
for a week, fornight or a month as may be found convenient. 
Muster Roll shall be in Form IV . Details of labour engaged 
casually shall be maintained in Form V. 
Note : - Muster Rolls shall never be prepared in duplicate and 

all entries in them shall be made in ink. The rolls 
shall be prepared as per instructions issued in this 

behalf by the Director. 
The Muster Roll shall be closed immediately after the 
close of the week or other period for which it is kept and the 
labourers paid as soon as possible. The disbursement shall be 
made in the presence of either the Executive Authority or the 
head ministerial officer of the Panchayat and the disbursing 
certificate at the foot of the Nominal Muster Roll shall then 
be signed by the officer witnessing the disbursement. All rules 
followed by the Public Works Department in the maintenance 
of Muster Rolls shall be followed in the maintenance of Muster 
Rolls by the Panchayat also . 

14. Sale of unserviceable articles. - Unserviceable articles 
shall be sold in auction after the survey reports are prepared 
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by the Engineering staff and sanction of the Panchayat obtain 
ed for their sale . A separate Register in Form VI shall be 
kept to record such sales. 

15. Payment for works entrusted to P.W.D.- The Panchayat 
shall make payments for the works entrusted to Government 
Engineering Departments under clause ( d ) of sub-rule ( 1 ) rule 
3 from the panchayat funds in accordance with the bills prefer 
red to the Panchayat under the signature of an Officer not below 
the rank of an Executive Engineer of the Department. 

16. Classified Register of works. The Panchayat shall 
maintain a Classified Register of Works in form VII to record 
details of all completed works classified according to the 
category of works and the schemes under which the works 
were undertaken . 

17. Applicability of rules and ctanding orders regulating 
public works carried out by P.W.D. to Panchayat Works. All 
matters relating to execution of public works for which specific 
provision has not been made in these rules shall be governed 
by rules and standing orders governing execution of public 
works by the P.W.D. 

18. Adoption of forms in use in the P.W.D. - Save as other 
wise provided in these rules, a Panchayat may adopt the forms 
in use in the Government P.W.D. wherever necessary.

special qualifications or special interest for serving on such committee: 

Provided that the number of such persons shall not exceed one. 
third of the total number of members of the Joint Committee. 

3. Regulations for Foint Committees:-Except in cases where the 
Deputy Director takes action , the constitution of a joint committee shall 
be by meansof regulations frained by the local authorities concerned 
and they shall not have effect unless assented to by each or all of the 
local authorities concerned. 

4. The regulations shall determine 

(a ) the total number ofmembers of the joint committee;

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(c ) the persons who shall be members of the joint committee 
or themanner in which they shall be elected or appointed ; 

(d ) the person who shall be chairman of the joint committee or 
the manner in which he shall be elected or appointed ;

(f) the powers, being powers exercisable by one or more of the 
local authorities concerned , which may be exercised by the joint com 
mittee ; and 

(g ) the procedure of the joint committee . 

5. Varying or revoking of regulations. - Regulations made for the 
constitution and functioning of joint committees under rules 3 and 4 
may be varied or revoked provided that all the local authorities con 
cerned assent to such variation or revocation . 

6. Joint Committees on directions from Deputy Director. - In cases 
where the Deputy Director takes action under sub-section (2 ) of section

7. Adjudication of disputes. If any difference of opinion arises bet 
ween local authorities under any of the foregoing rules , it shall be re 
ferred to the Deputy Director whose decision shall be final.

Under note 1 to rule 139 Part IIT, K. S. R. it is laid down that the 
Death -cum -Retirement Gratuity claimed on behalf of a deceased officer 
may be paid without the production of the normal legal authority to the 
extent of Rs. 5,000 under the orders of the authority competent to sanc 
tion the pension of the officer on the execution of an indemnity bond. 

But there is no rule in K. S. R. prescribing the authority responsi 
ble for the safe custody of Indemnity Bonds. The Accountant General 
has instructed that Indemnity bonds need not be sent to the audit office 
while the succession certificate should be forwarded with the sanction . 
A question has, therefore , arisen as to who is the authority responsible 
for the safe custody of the Indemnity Bonds. 

Government have examined the question and are pleased to order 
that the Indemnity Bonds should be kept in safe custody by the con 
cerned Head of Department. 

In ordinary cases where payments are made under Rule 139 (b ) of 
Part III, K. S. R.the indemnity bonds should be kept in safe custody 
for a period of six years and in cases where payments are made on 
behalf of minors or minors with others , the Indemnity bonds should be 
kept for a period of three years after the youngest of the minors attains 
majority .

BILL 
for the protection of officers acting judicially . 
Preamble . — WHEREAS it is necessary to unify the law 
relating to the protection of Judges, Magistrates, Collectors and 
other officers acting judicially ; 

BE it enacted in the Thirteenth Year of the Republic of India 
as follows: 

1. Short title extent and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Act may 
be called the Kerala Judicial Officers Protection Act, 1962. 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Kerala . 

( 3 ) It shall come into force at once , 
2. Bar of suits against Judges, Magistrates, Collectors and 
other persons acting Judicially .-No Judge, Magistrate, Collec 
tor or other person acting judicially shall be liable to be sued 
in any Civil Court, for any act done or ordered to be done 
by him in the discharge of his judicial duty, whether or not 
within the limits of his jurisdiction : 

Provided that he, at the time, in good faith , believed him 
self to have jurisdiction to do or order the act complained of; 
and no officer of any court or other person , bound to execute 
the lawful warrants or orders of any such Judge, Magistrate , 
Collector, or other person acting judicially shall be liable to be 
sued in any Civil Court, for the execution of any warrant or 
order , which he would be bound to execute , if within the juris 
diction of the person issuing the same. 

3. Repeal. — The Judicial Officers Protection Act, 1850 
(Central Act 18 of 1850 ) as in force in the Malabar District 
referred to in sub - section ( 2 ) of section 5 of the States Reorgani 
sation Act, 1956 (Central Act 37 of 1956 ) , the Travancore 
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Judicial Officers Protection Act , 1071 ( II of 1071) and the 
Cochin Judicial Officers Protection Act, 1076 ( IV of 1076 ) are 
hereby repealed . 

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The provisions relating to the protection of Judicial Officers 
and other persons exercising judicial powers , from being 
sued in Civil Courts for the acts done in the discharge 
of their judicial functions are contained in the Travancore 
Judicial Officers Protection Act ( II of 1071) , the Cochin Judicial 
Officers Protection Act ( IV of 1076 ), and the Judicial Officers 
Protection Act . (Central Act 18 of 1850 ) applicable to the 
Travancore, Cochin and Malabar areas of the State respectively . 
Though the provisions in the three enactments are similar 
it is necessary to have a unified law on the subject applicable 
to the whole Štate. The Bill is intended for the above purpose.

BILL 
further to amend the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 

Preamble . — WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the 
Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960, for the purposes hereinafter 
appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Thirteenth Year of the Republic of India 
as follows: 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Act may be 
called the Kerala Municipalities (Second Amendment) Act, 
1962 . 

( 2 ) It shall come into force at once . 
2 . Amendment of section 99 of Act 14 of 1961.- In section 
99 of the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 (Act 14 of 1961), 
hereinafter referred to as the principal Act , 

( 1 ) in sub-section ( 2 ) , for the words " the annual value 
of lands or buildings or both " the words " the annual value of 
buildings, or lands which are occupied by, or adjacent and 
appurtenant to , buildings, or both " shall be substituted ; 

(2 ) in the first proviso to sub - section (2 ) , for the words 
the annual value of all lands or buildings or both " the words 
" the annual value of all buildings, or lands which are occupied 
by, or adjacent and appurtenant to , buildings, or both " shall be 
substituted : 

( 3 ) in sub-section ( 3) , for the words " Th municipal 
council may", the words " The municipal council shall" , shall be 
substituted ; 

( 4 ) after sub-section ( 3) , the following sub-section shall be 
inserted, namely : 

" (4 ) (a ) The municipal council shall in the case of lands 
used exclusively for agricultural purposes, levy these taxes 
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at such proportions as it may fix , of the annual value of such 
lands as calculated in such manner as may be prescribed : 

Provided that the proportion shall not exceed the maximum 
if any fixed by the Government. 

(b ) If such lands be occupied by tenants , the municipal 
council shall levy the taxes in equal shares from the land 
owner and the tenant respectively " . 

3. Amendment of section 100 of Act 14 of 1961. - In section 
100 of the principal Act, in sub-section ( 2), 

( i) for the words " The annual value of lands and build 
ings" , the words " The annual value of buildings and lands 
which are occupied by , or adjacent and appurtenant to , build 
ings" shall be substituted ; 

( ii ) in the second proviso , for the words " the annual value 
of any land or building " , the words " the annual value of any 
building or land which is occupied by, or adjacent and appur 
tenant to , buildings" shall be substituted . 

4. Amendment of section 101 of Act 14 of 1961.In section 
101 of the principal Act, in sub -section ( 1 ) , 

(i) after clause ( c ) the following clause shall be inserted , 
namely : 

" (cc ) buildings used for educational purposes including 
hostels, public buildings and places used for the charitable 
purpose of sheltering the destitute or animals, and libraries 
and play grounds which are open to the public;" ; 

(ii ) in the explanation at the end , for the words " residen 
tial quarters attached to schools and colleges” the words 
" residential quarters attached to schools and colleges, not being 
hostels ," shall be substituted . 


5. Amendment of section 102 of Act 14 of 1961. - In section 
102 of the principal Act, in sub - section ( 1 ), 

(i) after the words " when levied on their annual value," 
the words, brackets and figures " under sub -section (2 ) of 
section 99 " shall be inserted ; 

(ii) for the words " or on lands liable to be taxed " the 
words " or on lands liable to be so taxed " shall be substituted . 

6. Amendment of section 412 of Act 14 of 1961. — In section 
412 of the principal Act, for sub -section (5 ) , the following 
sub- section shall be substituted, namely : 
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“ ( 5 ) The term of office of the Councillors or of the 
Councillors elected in their places at casual vacancies shall 
expire at the end of five years if the day referred to in sub 
section ( 2 ) is the first day of November , and in other cases at 
the end of five years from the first day of November immedi 
ately preceding such day : 

Provided that the Government may, by notification in 
the Gazette, extend or reduce the said term by such period 
not exceeding one year as may be specified in the notifica

Sub-section ( 2 ) of section 99 of the Kerala Municipalities 
Act, 1960 ( Act 14 of 1961) as it now 

requires 
property tax shall be levied at such percentages of the annual 
value of lands or buildings or both as may be fixed by the 
municipal council provided that the aggregate of the percent 
age so fixed shall not be less than ten per cent and more than 
twenty five per cent of the annual value of all lands or build 
ings or both . The fixation of the property tax at a minimum 
percentage of 10 % on all buildings and lands has created much 
hardship to the tax-payer in certain municipalities where most 
of the lands are agricultural. On the representations made 
by the tax payers and some of the Municipal Councils , it has 
been found necessary to exclude agricultural lands from the 
purview of sub -section ( 2 ) of section 99 and to make separate 
provision for the levy of property tax on such lands used 
exclusively for agricultural purposes. 

• Section 101 of the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 provid 
ing for the exemption of buildings and lands from the levy 
of property tax , does not specifically provide for the exemp 
tion of all educational institutions including hostels , as in the 
repealed Acts. It has therefore been found necessary to speci 
fically provide for this by amending the section . 

Section 412 of the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 dealing 
with the newly constituted and reconstituted councils provides 
in sub -section (5 ) that the term of office of the councillors or 
of the councillors elected in their places at casual vacancies 
shall expire at noon on the 1st day of November , 1965. This 
is an error and it is found necessary to rectify this error. 

The Bill seeks to achieve the above objects .

BILL 
to amend and unify the law relating to public inquiries into the conduct 

of public servants in the service of the Government of Kerala . 
Preamble. — Whereas it is necessary to amend and unify the law 
relating to public inquiries into the conduct of public servants in the 
service of the Government of Kerala ; 

Be it enacted in the Thirteenth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows: 

1. Short title and commencement.-- (1) 1 his act may be called the 
Kerala Public Servants (Inquiries) Act, 1962. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires 

(1) " public servant" means a person appointed to any public 
service or post in connection with the affairs of the State of Kerala , 
but does not include a member of any Union Public Service or of any 
All India Service serving in connection with the affairs of the State of 
Kerala . 

(2) references to commissioner shall, where more than one 
commissioner has been appointed , be construed as references to the 
commissioners. 

3 Articles of charge to be drawn up for public inquiry into the conduct of 
certain Public Scrvants.- If, after preliminary enquiry or otherwise , the 
Government are ofopinion that there are sufficient grounds for making 
a formal and public inquiry into the truth of any imputation of mis 
conduct on the part of any public servant, the Government shall cause 
the substance of the imputations to be drawn up into distinct articles 
of charges and communicate the same to the public servant together 
with a statement of the allegations on which each of such charge is 
based and he shall be req ired to submit within a reasonable time to 
be specified in that behalt d written statement of his defence. If a 
written statement is received within the time specified , after considering 
the same, or if no written statement is received within the time, after 
expiry of the period specified , the Government may , if they consider 
necessary, order a formal and public inquiry to be made into the 
truth of the said imputations. 

4. Authority to whom inquiry may be committed. Notice to accused. - 
( 1) The inquirymay be committed either to the Court, Board or other 
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authority to which the person accused is subordinate, or to the com 
missioner or to the commissioners appointed under sub- section (2) , 
notice ofwhich commission shall be given to the person accused at 
least ten days before the beginning of the inquiry . 

( 2) 1he Government may, by notification in the Gazette, 
appoint any person or persons as comınissioner or commissioners for the 
purpose ofmaking inquiries under this Act into the conduct of public 
servants generally, or into the conduct of any public servant or public 
servants in any particular case or class of cases. 

5. Conduct ofGovernment prosecution - Whenever the Government 
are of opinion that a prosecution shall be conducted , they shall 
nominate some person to conduct the same on their behalf. 

6. Charge by accuser to b : written and verified. Institution of inquiry by 
Government. When the charge is brought by an accuser, the Govern 
ment shall require the accusation to be reduced to writing and verified 
on oath or solemn affirmation by the accuser; but nothing in this Act 
shall be construed to prevent the Government from instituting any 
inquiry which they shall think fit , without such accusation on oath or 
solemn affirmation as aforesaid . 

7. Security from accuser left by Government to prosecute . - Where the 
imputations are made by an accuser and the Government think fit, to 
leave to him the conduct of the prosecution , the Government, before 
appointing the commissioner, shall require him to furnish reasonable 
security that he will attend and prosecute the charge thoroughly and 
affectually , and also will be forthcoming to answer any counter-charge 
or action which may be afterwards brought against him for malicious 
prosecution . 

8. Power of Government to abandon prosecution and to allow accuser to 
continue it.- At any subsequent stage of the proceedings the Government 
may, if they think fit , abandon the prosecution, and in such case , may , 
if they think fit on the application of the accuser, allow him to continue 
the prosecution , if he is desirous of so doing, on his furnishing such 
security as is hereinbefore mentioned . 

9. Power of commissioner. The commissioner shall have the same 
power of punishing contempts and obstructions to its proceedings as is 
given to Civil and Criminal Courts by the Code of Criminal Procedure , 
1898 , and shall have the same powers for the summons of witnesses and 
for compelling the production of documents and for the discharge of his 
duty and shall be entitled to the same prosecution as the District and 
Sessions Judge, except that all processes to cause the attendance of 
witnesses or other compulsory processes shall be served through and 
executed by the District and Sessions Judge in whose jurisdiction the 
witness or other person resides, on whom the process is to be served . 
When the commission has been issued to a Court or other person or 
persons having power to issue such process in the exercise of their 
ordinary jurisdiction , theymay use all such power for the purpose of 
the commission . 

10. Penally for disobedience to process. - AU persons disobeying any 
lawful process as aforesaid for the purposes of the commission shall be 
liable to the same penalties as if the same had issued originally from the 
Court or other authority through whom it is executed . 

11. Copy of charge and list to be furnished to the accused .- A copy of the 
articles of charges and the list of the documents and witnesses by which 
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each charge is to be sustained , shall be delivered to the person accused , 
at least three days before the beginning of the inquiry, exclusive of the 
day of delivery and the first day of the inquiry. 

12. The accused to be permitted to inspect and take extracts from official 
records. The person accused shall, for the purpose of preparing his 
defence, be permitted to inspect and take extracts from such oificial 
records as he may specify : 

Provided that such permission may be refused , if for reasons to be 
recorded in writing, in the opinion of the commissioner such records 
are not relevant for the purpose or it is against public interest to allow 
him access thereto . 

13. Procedure at beginning of enquiry . Non -appearance of accused and 
admission of charge. At the beginning of the inquiry the prosecutor 
shall deliver the articles of charges to the commissioner which shall be 
openly read , and the person accused shall thereupon be required to 
picad guilty or not guilty to each of them , which pleas shall be forth 
with recorded with the articles of charges. If the person accused refuses or 
without reasonable cause neglects to appear and to answer the charges 
either personally or by his counsel or agent, he shall be taken to admit 
the truth of the articles ofcharges. 

14. Prosecutor s right of address. The prosecutor shall then be 
entitled to address the commissioner in explanation of the articles of 
charges and of the evidence by which they are to be proved , but his 
address shall not be recorded . 

15. Evidence for Prosecution and examination of witnesses. Re-examination 
by prosecutor. The oral and documentary evidence for the prosecution 
shall then be produced ; the witnesses shall be examined by or on behalf 
of the prosecutor and may be cross-examined by or on behalf of the 
person accused . 

The prosecutor shall be entitled to re -examine the 
witnesses on any points on which they have been cross-examined , but 
not on any new matter, without leave of the commissioner who also 
may put such questions as he thinks fit. 

16. Power to admit or call for new evidence for prosecution. Accused s 
right to adjournment.-- If it appears necessary before the close of the case 
for the prosecution, the commissioner may in his discretion allow the 
prosecutor to produce evidence not included in the list given to the 
person accused , or may itself call for new evidence , and in such case 
the person accused shall be entitled to have, if he demands it, an 
adjournment of the proceedings for three clear days, before the 
production of such new evidence exclusive of the day of adjournment 
and of the day to which the proceedings are adjourned . 

17. Defence of accused to be recorded only when written . - When the 
case for the prosecution is closed the person accused shall be required 
to make his defenee , orally or in writing, as he shall prefer. If made 
orally , it shall not be recorded ; if made in writing it shall be recorded 
after being openly read and in that case a copy shall be given at the 
same time to the prosecutor. 

18. Evidence for defence and examination of witnesses. The evidence 
for the defence shall then be produced and the witnesses examined. 
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who shall be liable to cross - examination and re -examination and to 
examination by the commissioner according to the like rules as the 
witnesses for the prosecution . 

19. Notes of oral evidence. The commissioner or some person 
appointed by him shall take notes of all the oral evidence which shall 
be read aloud to cach witness by whom it was given and shall be 
recorded with the proceedings. 

20. Inquiry when closed with defence . Prosecution when entitled to reply 
and give evidence. Accused not entitled to adjournment.-- If the person accused 
makes only an oral defence and produces no evidence , the inquiry shall 
end with the defence ; if he records a written defence or produces 
evidence, the prosecutor shall be entitled to general oral reply on the 
whole case , and may also produce evidence to contradict any evidence 
produced for the defence, in which case the person accused shall not be 
entitled to any adjournment of the proceedings, although such new 
evidence were not included in the list furnished to him . 

21. Power to require amendment of charge and to adjourn. If in the 
opinion of the commissioner the articles of charges or any of them are 
not drawn up with sufficient clearness and precision or if in the course 
ofan inquiry new facts and circumstances necessitating the modification 
or alteration of the articles of charges or any of them come to light, the 
commissioner may amend , alter or modify the articles of charges or 
any of them as is deemed necessary and may adjourn the inquiry for a 
reasonable time to enable the accused to submit written statement of 
his defence in respect of the charges modified. amended or altered . 
The commissioner may also , if he thinks fit, adjourn the inquiry from 
time to time on the application of either the prosecutor or the person 
accused , on the ground of sickness or unavoidable absence of any 
witness or other re isonable cause . When such application is made and 
refused the commissioner shall record the application and his reasons 
for refusing to comply with it . 

22. Report of Commissioner s Proceedings. - After the close of the 
inquiry the commissioner shall forthwith report to the Government his 
proceedings and shall send with the record thereof his opinion upon 
each of the articles of charges separately with such observations as he 
may think fit to make on the whole case . 

23. Power to call for further evidence or explanation . The Government 
on consideration of the report of the commissioner may order him to 
take further evidence or give further explanation of his opinion . The 
Government may also order additional articles of charges to be framed 
in which case the inquiry into the truth of such additional articles shall 
be made in the samemanner as is herein directed with respect to the 
original charges. The Government may also if they think fit , refer the 
report of the commissioner to the Court, Board or other authority to 
which the person accused is subordinate , for their opinion on the case ; 
and shall, after consulting the Public Service Commission in cases 
where such consultation is necessary, pass such orders thereon as they 
consider just and proper. 

24. Saving of power of removal without inquiry under the Act. - Nothing 
in this Act shall be construed to affect the authority of the Government 
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for suspending or removing any public servant for any case without any 
inquiry under this Act or for conducting an inquiry against any public 
servant for any cau.e under any other Act, Rule oi Regulation for the 
time be ng in fusce . 

23. Power of Government to make rules.- (1) Governmentmay make 
rules to carry out the purposes of this Act. 

(2 ) Every rule made under this section shall be laid as soon as 
may be after it is made before the Legislative Assembly while it is 
in session fra total period of fourteen days which may be comprised 
in one sessio or in wo successive sessions, and il, bcfore the expiry of 
the session in which it is : o laid , or the session immediately following , 
the Legislative Assembly makes any modification in the rule or 
decides that the rule shouid not be made, the rule shall thereafter have 
effect only in such modified form or be of no effect, as the case may be; 
so however that any such modification or annulment shall be without 
prejudice to the validity of anything previously done under that rule . 

26. Repeal.- The Public Servants (Inquiries) Act, 1850 (Central 
Act 37 of 1.50 ) as ia force in the Malabar District referred to in 
sub- section (2) of section 5 of the States Re-organisation Act, 1956 in so 
far as it relates to officers to whom the provisions of this Act apply 
and the Public Servants (Inquiries) Act, 1122 (.ict XI of 1122 ) are 
hereby repealed . 

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The law for regulating public inquiries into the conduct ofpublic 
servants not removable from their office without the sanction of the 
Government in furce in the Travancore-Cochin area of the State is 
contained in the I ublic Servants (Inquiries) c1, 1122 (Act XI of 1122). 
The correspo ding law in force in the Malabar area ol the State is the 
Public Servants ( Inquiries) Act, 1850 (Central Act 7 of 1850 ). It is 
considered necessary to replace these two Acts by a single enactment 
and also to nake its provisions applicable to all the public servants in 
the State except to the members of any Union Public Sei vice or of any 
All India Service serving in connection with the affairs of this State. 
The Bill is intended for the above purpose . 
MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED 

LEGISLATION 
Clause 25 of the Bill empowers Government to make rules for 
carrying out the purposes of the Act. The matters in respect of which 
rules may b : ma le will be of a routine and administrative character. 
Moreover the rules so made shall be subject to the scrutiny of the 
Legislative Assembly. I he delegation of legislative powers is thus, 
of a normal character .
